fall. It is planned to give these chil- | 
dren complete physical examinations 


in order to discover and correct any 
physical defects that may be found. 
it is safe to state that at least seventy 
per cent of such children have physti- 
cal defects which are _ correctable. 
These defects will riot only constitute 
handicaps to the physical and educa- | 
tional welfare of the children them- 


sclves, but they will also cause the 


losses of large sums of public money 
through wasted educational facilities. 
Many of these defects, if allowed to 


manently handicapping physical con- 
ditions. Thousands of adults are 
suffering today from physical. handi- 
caps as a result of defects which were 
present in infancy, undiscovered, 
since neglected, and never. corrected. : 

Now is the best time to take stock. 
of the physical condition of a child 
who will enter school next fall. De-

It is human nature to. overlook 
faults in one’s own children and peo- 
ple have a way of regarding statistics 
and reports upon this subject as ap- 
plying to other children but not to 
their own. Of course it is much more 
important that the physical condition 
of the child should be.known than 
that: the mechanical condition of the 
family automobile should be known.
